H o w e v er, In the ease of the ASCASS08ABXEB, 
the BE prohibition has been extended In somewhat diluted Doom to Om a acmw ealth 
countries, ouch as Canada, which could be expected to maintain dose relations 
In the intelligence field with the BE. At one time SHOTS was briefed on our 
working relationship with the AECASS0HABIB8. Th er e f ore, If a Canadian, for 
example, ass involved In an ABCaflSOWilff-l operational flap# we should he hard 
put to deny our own collusion In the li^rt of oar eariior disclosure to SHOTS* 
Canada Is also a special case In Its own right because of Its geographic 
proximity to the B. S. and the feelings against B.S. Involvement In 
affairs which this proximity has engendered many Canadians. 

3* Ukrainian r es iden t s of the other countries mentioned In paragraph 2 
of reference can be considered fair game for AECASSOaiHy *429, all other tiHaga 
being equal. It is p o s sible that for may number of reasons policy on a 
particular nation might change, or policy on WmBEfS of the "in" variety might 
change, but at the present naaent there la no absolute restriction other 
that rela t i n g to the BE. In any case. Headquarters would Ufa* to take a look 
at each Individual lead as It comes up prior to a full-scale recruitment pitch 
by AEGASSOHftBI-29 .
